WILD RICE is excellent duck food and cover for 
Mallards and all marsh ducks, and geese. Get 
Terrell's big seed, it makes more food. Scatter 
seed where water is not wavé-swept, less than 

3 ft. deep, fairly free of dense growth. No mud 
balling or bother if you use Terrell's seed 
which sinks readily. Usually best to plant in 
rivers or lakes, ponds or marshes with outlet, 
or at an inlet where fresh water comes in.
